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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  Jan.  11,  1974,  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  QJSDA)  increased 
the  U.S.  domestic  sugar  requirements  for  calendar  year  1974  by  500,000  tons 
from  12.0  million  to  12.5  million  short  tons,  raw  value.    TJSDA  also  declared 
a  deficit  in  the  Domestic  Beet  Area  quota.        A  press  release  detailing  this 
action  and  showing  the  allocation    cf  this        quantity  of     sugar  is  reproduced 
herein  beginning  on  Page  9. 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary    distributors  on 
Dec.  31,  1973,  totaled  2,550,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  pre- 
liminary reports.    This  was  about  159,000  tons  less  than    on    Dec.     31,  1972, 
but  about  649,000    tons      more    than    on    Nov.  30,  1973.     Stocks  of  raw  and 
refined  sugar  held  by  cane  sugar  refiners  totaled  1,226,000    tons,  up 
4,000      tons     from    year-end    1972    and    up      419,000    tons      from  Nov.  30, 
1973.     Beet  sugar  processors'  stocks    of  1,214,000    tons  were    155,000  tons 
less  than  at  year-end  1972  but  285,000  tons  more  than  a    month  earlier. 

During  December,     preliminary  reports  of  deliveries  of  sugar  by  primary 
distributors  for  consumption  in  the  continental    United    States  totaled 
8  85,000  short  tons  raw  value.    This  was  about  145,000  tons  less  than  during 
December  of  1972  but    98,000  tons  more  than  during  November  of  1973.  De- 
liveries during  December  1973  included  about  6,000  tons  of  constructive 
deliveries  compared  with  130,000  tons  so  delivered  in  December  of  1972,  so 
that  on  a  physical  basis  December  1973  deliveries  were  only  21,000  tons 
less  than  during  December  1972. 

Deliveries  in  1974  through  Jan.  19,  were  reported  as  534,000  tons  compared 
with  449,000  tons  delivered  during  the  same  period  of  1973  according  to  preliminary 
reports.     On  a  physical  basis  deliveries  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  1974  and 
1973  totaled  536,000  and    498,000  tons,  respectively. 

Regionally,  reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar    by    states  of  destination 
during  the  period    January-November    1973      were  1.7    percent  above  those 
of  the  same  period  of  1972.     Increases  were  reported  in  four    of  the  five 
geographical    regions  with  the    West  up  the  most  —  3.1    percent    followed  by 
the  North  Central  region  up  3.0  percent,     the  mid-Atlantic      up  0.6  percent 
and  the  South  up  0.4  percent.     In  the  New  England      region      deliveries  declined 
1  . 2  percent . 

Individually,     33    states     received    more      sugar    during  the  first  11 
months     of  1973  as  compared    with  those    months     of      1972,     17    received  less. 
There    were  14  states     in    which    reported    deliveries     increased  more  than 
100,000  hundredweight  and    in    eight  the    increases      exceeded  200,000 

hundredweight.     Michigan  had  the  largest  increase,  up  669,000  hundredweight, 
followed  by  New  York  up  531,000,    Missouri  up  410,000    and  Wisconsin  up 
343,000.     In  two  states,     reported  deliveries  of    refined    sugar  were  down 
more  than  100,000  hundredweight.     They  were  New  Jersey  down  477,000"  and 
Ohio  down  190,000. 

During  the  period  under  review  additional  announcements  of  increases 
in  the  quoted  prices  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  100-pound 
paper  bags — basis  pack — and  in  bulk    were  noted  in  most  of  the  pricing 
regions . 

In  the  Intermountain      Northwest  region  prices     for    industrial  sugars 
were  increased  twice  in  January.    The  first,  announced  by  a  beet  sugar 
processor  and  concurred  in  by  other  sellers  was  .35  cent    per  pound  in- 
creasing the  100-pound  bag  quotation  from  13.80  cents  to  14.15     cents  per 
pound,     effective  Jan.  4,  1974.     The  second,  announced  by  sellers  as  effective 
Jan.  21,  was  for  .50  cent,  raising  the  100-pound      bag    price  to  14.65 
cents  per  pound. 
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In  the  Chicago-West  region,  a  cane    sugar    refiner      announced  an  increase 
of  .70  cent  per  pound,  from  14.15  cents  to  14.85  cents,     in    the  wholesale 
price  quotation  for  refined  sugar  packed  in  100-pound  bags  effective  Jan. 15, 1974. 
On  the  same  day,  one  beet  sugar  processor  announced  an  increase  of   .50  cent  per 
pound,     from  13.95  cents  to  14.45  cents  for  100-pound  bags  of  sugar, while  another 
announced  an  increase  of  .70  cent,  from  13.95  cents     to     14.65     cents.     A  cane 
sugar  refiner  advanced  its  prices  for  industrial  sugars  sold  in  the  region, 
.50  cent  per  pound,  effective  Jan.  21,  making  the  100-pound      bag  price 
15.35  cents  per  pound. 

In  the  Pacific  Coast  region,  a  beet  sugar    processor      announced  an  in- 
crease of  .50  cent  per  pound,   from  14.15  cents  to  14.65  cents,  in  its  quoted 
price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  100-pound  bags  effective  Jan.  14.  Other  interested 
sellers  in  the  region  followed  with  announcements  of  similar  prices  and  terms. 
Following  these  -increases,     a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced,  effective  Jan. 21,  an 
increase  of  .50  cent  per  pound,  from  14.65  cents  to  15.15  cents,     for  sugar 
sold  in  100-pound  bags. 

As  of  Jan.   21,  1974,  the  following  were  the  price  quotations  for  re- 
fined sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the  basis  nack  and  in  bulk,  by  regions. 
Significant  variations  of  actual  prices     from    the    quoted    prices  may  be  found 
in  certain  regions,  reflecting  competitive  conditions.

The  U.   S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
bags  during  December  was  16.78  cents  per  Dound,     up     from    16.50     cents  in 
November  and  14.10  cents  in  December  of  last  year.     The      average     for  cal- 
endar year  19  73  at  15.10  cents  per  t>ound  was  8.6  percent  higher     than  the 
average  for  calendar  year  1972. 

The  "spot"  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and     delivered  to  New 
York  (No.   10  bulk  contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange) 
averaged  11.34  cents  per  pound  in  December,  up  from  11.10  cents  in  November 
and  9.19  cents  in  December  of  last  vear.     For  calendar  year  1973,  the  price 
averaged  10.29  cents  per  pound,     an  increase  of     13.2  percent     above  the 
average  for  calendar  year  1972. 


The  strong  upward  trend  in  the  New  York  dutv  paid  price  for  raw  sugar 
which  developed  in  December  has  continued  .into  January  with  the  quotation 
rising  from  11.65  cents  on  Jan.   2  to  14.15  cents  per  pound  on  Jan.   28.  The 
Jan.   28  quotation  was  29.3  percent  above  the  latest  two-month  average  price 
objective,  as  established  by  the  Sugar  Act. 

The  "spot"  quotation  for  world  bulk  sugar  Cno .   11  Contract  of  the  New 
York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)   f.o.b.   and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean 
ports,  including    Brazil,  averaged  11.83  cents  per  pound  in  December,  up 
from  10.14  cents  in  November  and  9.08  cents  in  December  of  last  year.  For 
calendar  year  1973,  the  quotation  averaged  9.61  cents  per  pound,  an  in- 
crease of  29.3  percent  above  the  average  of  7.43  cents  during  calendar  year 
1972. 
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World  sugar  prices  rose  sharply  during    December     from    10.25  cents  on 
Dec.   3  to  14.00  cents  on  Dec.  27.     The  rising  trend  has  continued  into 
January.     On  Jan.  2    the    quotation  was  at  12.90  cents  and  on  Jan.   28,  at 
17.76  cents  per  pound,  or    more  than    five    cents    per    pound    above  the  duty 
paid  New  York  price  on  a  comparable  delivery  basis. 

REVIEW  OF  1973  SUGAR  SITUATION 

Physical  deliveries  of  quota  sugar  by  primary  distributors  in  1973 

totaled  11,574,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  reports. 

This  was  a  new  record  and  compares  with  11,373,000  tons  physically  delivered 
during  calendar  year  19  72,   the  previous  record. 

Year-end  stocks  of  primary  distributors  were  about  160,000  tons  below 
those  of  year-end  1972,  chiefly  because  of  a  decline  of  about  155,000  tons 
in  beet  processors'  stocks. 

Deliveries 

Preliminary  reported  sugar  deliveries  by  primary    distributors  for 
consumption  (other  than  for  feed  and  alcohol)  in  the  continental  United 
States  during  calendar  year  1973  totaled  11,450,000  short  tons,     raw  value. 
This  was  a  new  record  and  compares  with  reported  deliveries  during  calendar 
year  1972  of  11,415,000  tons,  the  previous  record,  and  11,288,000  tons  in 
1971.  Included  in  the  total  1973  deliveries  were  approximately  6,000  tons 
of  constructive  marketings,  i.e.,  sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in 
December  but  physically  marketed  in  January  and  Februarv  of  the  following 
year,   compared  with  130,000  tons  so  marketed  at  year-end  19  72.  Inclusion 
of  the  constructive  marketings  ini the  year  of  actual  delivery  indicates 
physical  deliveries  in  1973  of  11,574,000  tons  as  compared  with  11,373,000 
tons  physically  delivered  in  19  72. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  1973,  physical  deliveries  of  sugar    were  at 
an  annual  rate  of  about  12.0  million  tons.     During  this  period  refined  sugar 
prices  were  holding  at  about  the  level  of  the  average  for  1972,  world  raw 
sugar  prices  exceeded  the  domestic  price  and  some  sugar  is  believed  to  have 
been  used  for  ex-quota  purposes.     During  the  second  quarter  deliveries 
were  at  an  annual  rate  of  about  11.7  million  tons  and  because  the  summer 
months  were  not  unusually  warm,  distribution  declined  in  the  third  quarter 
to  about  an  11.2  million  ton  annual  rate.     Some  recovery  occurred  in  the  fourth 
quarter  when  distribution  was  at  an  annual  rate  of  about  11.4  million  tons. 
If  consumption  during  the  year  was  at  an  11.5  million  ton  level  and  phy- 
sical deliveries  totaled  11,574,000  tons,  then  invisible  stocks  were  in- 
creased about  74,000  tons. 

Consumption  of  11.5  million  tons  in  1973  would  be  at  a  per  capita 
rate  of  about  109.7  pounds,  raw  value,  or  about  the  same  as  in  1972  and  1971. 
The  actual  per  capita  domestic  consumption  of  sugar  in  1973  and  1972  was 
probably  below  1971  since  some  domestic  sugar  was  undoubtedly  used  for  ex-quota 
purposes  during  the  latter  two  years.     Sugar  imports  for  this  purpose  in 
1973  and  1972  were  considerably  less  than  normal. 

The  pattern  of  monthly  deliveries  in  1973  differed  significantly  from 
those  of  1972  in  that  deliveries  in:"April  exceeded  those  of  the  prior  April 
by  about  11  percent,  deliveries  in  September  were  about  seven  percent  below 
those  of  September  1972  and  deliveries  in  October  were  about  10  percent 
above  those  of  the  prior  October.     Deliveries  during  all  of  the  other  months 
of  1973  differed  from  those  of  1972  by  less  than  five  percent. 
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Although  reported    beet    sugar     deliveries  in  1973  were  about  the  same  as 
reported    for    1972,     on    a    physical    basis,     deliveries  of  a  record  3,635,000  tons 
in    1973  exceeded  the.  prior  record  of  3,511,000  tons  physically  delivered  in 
1971  by  124,000  tons.       Cane  sugar  refiners  deliveries  of  7,784,000  tons  in  1973 
were  also  the  highest  of  record  and  exceeded  by  32,000  tons  the  previous  record 
deliveries  of  1972.     Direct  consumption  sugar  deliveries  by  importers  and  Mainland 
Cane  processors  of  159,000  tons  in  1973  were  about  7,000  tons  more  than  during  1972 
when  they  declined  to  the  lowest  level  of  record. 

Consumption  requirements  and  quota  charges 

The  Sugar  Act  amendments  of  1971  require,  in  accordance  with  Sec.  201(a) 
that  the  Secretary  shall  determine  for  each  calendar  year,  beginning  with 

1972,  the  amount  of  sugar  needed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  consumers  in  the 
continental    United  States  and  to  attain    the    price    objective    set  forth 
in  subsection  (b) .     The  determination  is  to  be  made  in  October  of  the  year 
preceding  the  calendar  year  for  which  the  determination  is  being  made  and 

at  such  other  times  thereafter  as  may  be  required  to  attain    such  price 
objective. 

The  19  71  amendments  to  the  Act  further  provide  that  the  determination  of 
requirements  of  consumers  shall  be  adjusted  to  the  extent  necessary  to  at- 
tain the  price  objective  whenever  the  simple  average  of  prices  of  raw  sugar 
for  seven  consecutive  marketing  days  is    four    percent    or      more  (or  in  the 
case  of  any  seven  consecutive  market  day  period  ending  after  Oct.  31  of 
any  year  and  before  March  1  of  the  following  year,  three  percent  or  more 
above  or  below  the  average  price  objective  so  determined  for  the  preceding 
two  calendar  months . 

Sugar  requirements  of  consumers  were  initially  established      at  11.7 
million  short  tons,  raw  value,     on  Oct.  31,  1972.     On    Feb.  16,  1973,  re- 
quirements were  decreased  100,000  tons,  to  11.6  million  and  on  Feb.  27, 
they  were  reduced  an  additional  100,000  tons  to  11.5  million.     On  Sept.  28, 

1973,  quotas  were  increased  100,000  tons,  on  Nov.  2,  they  were  increased  an 
additional  100,000  tons  and  on  Nov.  27  they  were  increased  an  additional  100,000 
tons  to  a  total  of  11.8  million  tons  where  they  remained  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Total  deficits  determined  in  quotas  established  under  Section  202  of 
the  Sugar  Act  in  short  tons,  raw  value,  were  as  follows:      Domestic  Beet 
Area  192,000;     Texas  15,000;    Hawaii  42,000;    Puerto  Rico     765,000;  West 
Indies  79,907;     Panama  3,137;     Honduras  10,351;     Haiti  11,446;  and  Venezuela  21,149. 

Based  on  preliminary  information,  quota  charges  during  1973  totaled 
11,705,000  short  tons,  raw  value.     Of  the  total  1973  charges  the  four  domestic 
sugar  producing  areas  accounted  for  6,367,000  tons  and  foreign  areas 
5,338,000  tons.     In    1972,  of  the  11,839,645    tons  of  sugar    charged  to  quotas, 
6,402,421  tons  were  supplied  by  the  domestic  areas  and  5,437,224  tons  were 
of  foreign  origin. 


Domestic  sugar  prices 

The  spot  price  for  domestic  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York 
during  1973,  averaged  10.29  cents  per  pound,  13.2  percent  above  the  average  for 
1972.     The  1972  and  1971  prices  had  averaged  6.7  percent  and  5.6  percent  higher, 
respectively,  than  the  prior  years.     The  lowest  price  during  1973  was  9.00  cents 
per  pound  for  the  period  February  23-28,  while  the  highest  was  11.65  cents  per 
pound  on  Dec.  28  and  31. 

Raw  sugar  prices  (New  York  duty  paid)  in  1973  began  the  year  at  9.30  cents 
per  pound,  rose  to  9.40  cents  during  the  period  Jan.  4-17  after  which  a  weakening 
trend  began  with  the  quotation  falling  to  9.35  cents  by  month-end.  On  Feb.  1  the 
quotation  was  at  9.30  cents  and  continued  to  weaken,  falling  to  9.00  cents  per 
pound  during  the  period  Feb.  23-28.    On  March  1  the  quotation  rose  to  9.20  cents 
beginning  a  strong  upward  trend  that  carried  through  most  of  June, peaking  at  10.30 
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cents  during  the  period  June  8-26.     On  June  27  the.  price  fell  to  10.20  cents  and 
to  10.00  cents  on  June  28,  where  it  remained  through  Julv  3  after  which  it  began 
another  strong  rising  trend  reaching  11.23  cents  during  the  period  Oct.  31-Nov.  2. 
On  Nov.  5  the  price  declined  to  11.20  cents,  to  11.15  cents  on  Nov.  7  and  to 
11.07  cents  on  Nov.  8  where  it  remained  through  Nov.  23.     On  Nov.  26  the  price 
rose      to    11.10      cents    beginning    a    strengthening      trend      that  carried 
throughout    the    remainder  of     the    year    rising  to  11.65        cents     on  Dec. 
28  and  31. 

The  1973  domestic  raw  sugar  price  pattern  by  quarters  was  an  average  of  9.32 
cents  during  the  first  quarter,  9.99  cents  during  the  second  quarter , 10 . 66  cents 
during  the  third  quarter  and  11.20  cents  during  the  fourth,  when  it  was  .91  cents 
above  the  average  for  the  year. 

Domestic  production 

Sugar  production  in  the  four  domestic  producing  areas  totaled  6,195,000 
tons  during  calendar  year  1973, or  about  114,000  less  than  during  calendar 
year  19  72.     Mainland  cane  production  increased  about  94,000  tons,  beet 
sugar  production  was  down  about  178,000  tons,  Hawaiian  production  was  uv> 
about  10,000  tons  and  Puerto  Rican  production  declined  about  40,000  tons. 

Beet  sugar  production  during  calendar  year  1973  of  3,356,000  tons 
was  about  155,000  tons  less  than  1973  marketings  of  3,509,000  tons  and  so 
year-end  stocks  were  down  about  155,000  tons.     Calendar  year    1973  production 
included  1,476,000  tons  of  1972  crop  sugar.     Old  cron  production  in  calendar 
year  1974  is  not  expected  to  be  as  large  because  in  1972  a  large  tonnage  of 
1972  crop  beets  was  overwintered  because  the  weather  in  late  1972 
did  not  permit  harvest.     To  the  extent  that  the  19  73  crop  is    below  1973 
calendar  year  marketings  of  3,356,000  tons,  the  Jan.   1,  1974  effective 
inventory  will  be  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year  when  it  was  2,845,000 
tons . 

Calendar  year  1973  production  in  the  Mainland  Cane  area  totaled 
1,456,000  tons,  or  about  94,000  tons  more  than  in  1972.         Calendar  vear 
marketings  were  about  1,640,000  tons. 

Hawaiian  sugar  production  during  1973  totaled  1,128,528  tons,  or  about 
10,000  tons  more  than  in  1972. 

Puerto  Rican  sugar  production  in  1973  amounted  to  254,199  tons,  down 
40,000  tons  from  the  previous  year. 

World  Sugar  prices 

The  price  for  world  bulk  sugar  f .o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports, 
including  Brazil,  averaged  9.61  cents  per  pound  during  1973,  up  29.3  percent  from 
the  7.43  cents  average  for  calendar  year  1972.  On  a  comparably  delivered  basis, 
the  world  price  exceeded  the  domestic  price  in  nine  of  the  12  months. The  quotation 
began  the  year  on  a  strong  note  averaging  9.40  cents  per  pound  in  January,  up  from 
9.08  cents  in  December  1972.  The  monthly  average  quotation  declined  to  9.06  cents 
in  February  and  to  8.89  cents  in  March.     In  April  the  quotation  rebounded  to  9.06 
cents,  to  9.67  cents  in  May,  to  9.77  cents  in  June  and  to  9.81  cents  in  July  after 
which  it  declined  to  9.09  cents  in  August  and  to  9.01  cents  in  September.  In 
October  the  quotation  increased  to  9.56  cents,  in  November  to  10.14  cents  and  in 
December  to  11.83  cents,  the  highest  monthly  average  for  the  quotation  since  the 
inception  of  the  Sugar  Act. 

The  1973  world  raw  sugar  price  pattern  by  quarters  was  an  average  of  9.12 
cents  during  the  first  quarter,  9.50  cents  during  the  second,  9.30  cents  during 
the  third,  and  during  the  fourth  quarter  the  quotation  averaged  10.51  cents,  or 
.90  cent  above  the  average  for  the  year.

19  74  SUGAR  REQUIREMENTS  INCREASED;     ADDITIONAL  QUOTA  DEFICITS  DECLARED  • 

United    States     domestic    sugar     requirements  for  1974    were  raised  an  » 
additional    500,000  tons,  to     12.5  million  short     tons,     raw  value,  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  (US DA)  announced  Jan. 11, 1974.       The  Department 
also  declared  a  deficit  in  the  Domestic  Beet  area  quota. 

The  action  increases  the  Florida-Louisiana  Mainland  Cane  Area  quota 
by  86,666  tons  and  makes  available  413,334  tons  of  raw  sugar  for  importation 
into  the  U.S.  on  a  first-come,  first-served  basis  from  any  sugar    producing  * 
country  other  than  Cuba  or  Southern    Rhodesia.       The  first-come,  first-served 
method  of  obtaining  sugar  is  necessary  because  limited  sugar    supplies      and  . 
increases  in  sugar  prices  may  create  an  emergency    situation  significantly 
interfering  with  the  orderly  movement  of  foreign  raw  sugar  to     the  United  , 
States . 


The  quantity  of  413,334  tons  of  sugar  made  available  for  importation  from 
foreign  countries  represents  foreign  countries'  share  of  increased  requirements 
totaling  175,000  tons,  plus  the  Domestic  Beet  Area  deficit  of  238,334  tons,  (its 
share  of  the  increased  requirements) . 

The  spot  price  of  raw  sugar  in  New  York  moved  today  from  11.70  cents  per  pound 
to  12.05  cents  per  pound  and  now  exceeds  the     current     Sugar    Act  objective 
of  10.94  cents  by  more  than  10  percent.     The  action  should    increase  the 
movement  of  additional  raw  sugar  into  the  United  States  in  nearby  months  and 
also  aid  in  carrying  out  the  price  objective  of  the  Sugar  Act. 

The  importation  of  the  additional  sugar  will  be  authorized  on  the  basis  of 
applications  for  Sugar  Quota  Clearance  (Form  SU-3)  or  for  Set-Aside  of  Quota 
(Form  SU-8A)  as  provided  for  in  Sugar  Regulation  817.     Applications  for  Sugar 
Quota  Clearance  (if  eligible  for  authorization)  and  for  Set-Aside  of  quota  will 
be  authorized  in  the  order  received,  with  first  priority  given  to  the  earliest 
arrival  date  and  second  priority  to  the  earliest  departure  date.     An  application 
for  Sugar  Quota  Clearance  on  SU-3  will  have  priority  over  an  application  for 
Set-Aside  of  quota  when  such  applications  are  received  at  the  same  time. 
Applications  for  Set-Aside  of  Quota  must  indicate  the  anticipated  dates  of 
departure  and  arrival  and  will  not  be  accepted  for  arrival  dates  subsequent  to 
March  15,  1974. 

The  table  on  Page  9     shows  quotas  and  changes  in  quotas  for  individual 
producing  areas. 

1974  IMPORT  QUOTA  ON  SWEETENED  CHOCOLATE,  CANDY  AND  CONFECTIONERY  ANNOUNCED 

The    U.     S.     Department  of    Agriculture  (USDA)  on  Jan.  8,  19  74,  established  the 
1974  global  quota  on  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate,  candy  and  confectionery  into 
the  United  States  including  Puerto  Rico. 

The  regulation  announced  is  the  same  as  proposed  in  the  Dec.  4  Federal 
Register  and  announced  Nov.  30  (USDA  3694-73).     No  comments  or  views  were  received 
from  interested  parties  on  the  proposal. 

Under  the  regulation,  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate  (other  than  in  bars  and 
blocks  of  10  pounds  or    more  each),  candy,  and  confectionery,  are  limited  to 
189,661,650  pounds.     Individual  shipments  valued  at  $25  or  less  also  are  not 
subject  to  the  global  quota. 

Such  quota  applies  to  items  imported  under  156.30  and  157.10  of  Part  10, 
Schedule  1,  of  the  Tariff  Schedules  of  the  United  States.

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The  action  was  based  on  the  1971  amendments  to  the  Sugar  Act  which  require 
the  Secretary  to  limit  the  importation  of  such  products  to  the  larger  of  1970-72 
average  imports  (148,804,615  pounds)  or  five  percent  of  1972  confectionery 
manufacturers'  sales  in  the  United  States   (189,661,650  rounds) . 

The  global  quota  established  by  the  regulation  is  about  28  percent  greater 
than  imports  of  such  items  in  1972  and  23  percent  greater  than  estimated  imnorts  in 
1973.     On  the  assumption  that  the  1974  imports  will  not  reach  the  liberal  inroort 
limits,  a  global  quota  will  provide  the  least  impediment  to  commerce  and  to  the 
play  of  economic  factors  and  be  the  least  burden  to  the  U.S.  Customs  Service.  A 
global  quota  would  also  more  nearly  permit  filling  the  total  inroort  limits  bv 
e liminating  the  possibility  that  some  countries  will  be  limited  while  others  are 
not  filling  their  quota. 

The  regulation  reserves  21,680,000  pounds  of      the    quota      solelv  for  the 
importation  of  sweetened  chocolate  not  for  consumption  at  retail  which  is 
controlled  by  licenses  issued  by  USDA's  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.  No  licenses  are 
required  for  the  remainder  or  global  portion  of  the  quota  amounting  to  167,981,650 
pounds  which  is  filled  on  a  first  come,  first  served  basis,  except  that  only  70 
percent  of  such  quantity  amounting  to  117,587,155  rounds  may  be  imported  on  or  before 
Sept.  30,  1974.     The  balance  is  available  for  importation  in  the  last  quarter  of 
the  year  when  imports  associated  with  the  holiday  periods  usually  occur. 


OTHER  ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 

Dec.  28,  1973      The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA)  announced  1974 
sugar  requirements  and  quotas  for  local  consumption— 50 ,000  short  tons,  raw  value, 
for  Hawaii  and  160,000  tons  for  Puerto  Rico. 

This  action  makes  effective,  without  change,  as  of  Jan.  1,  1974,  the 
requirements  and  quotas  set  forth  in  a  Notice  of  Proposed  Rule  Making  published 
on  Dec.  19,  1973  (See  USDA  press  release  3851-73)     (See  Jan.  4,  1974  Federal  Register) 

Dec.  28,  1973      The  U.  S.     Department  of    Agriculture  announced  revisions  of 
allotments  to  mainland  cane  sugar  processors. 

The  revised  allotments  are  the  result  of  determining  deficits  in  allotments 
for  some  processors  and  the  proration  of  such  deficits  to  other  processors  able 
to  market  additional  sugar. 

This  action  determines  deficits  of  77,941  tons  in  the  allotments  of  25 
processors  and  prorates  that  quantity  to  processors  who  have  indicated  thev 
will  be  able  to  market  additional  sugar.     (See  Jan.   4,  1974  federal  Register) 


Jan.   16,  1974        Announced  that  farm  proportionate  shares  for  sugarcane  will 
not  be  in  effect  for  the  1974-75  crop.    (See  Jan.  23,  1974  Federal  Register)
